McLaren  Lodge  was  filled  to  capacity  and  bursting  at  the 
seams,  as  the  crowd  attending  the  January  14  meeting  of  the 
San  Francisco  Park  Commission,  heard  the  unanimous  vote  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reappropriation  of 
$226,000  from  a  15  year  old  recreation  bond  account  for  the 
renovation  of  the  Ocean  View  Gym. 

Mr.  Caverly,  General  Manager  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department,  after  a  detailed  report  on  where  funds  from  the 
$405,000  bond  were  being  allocated,  recommended  to  the  com¬ 
mission  that  they  re-appropriate  money  for  the  Ocean  View 
Gym. 


OMI  Bd.  Votes 
To  Support 
Lettuce  Boycott 

At  its  January  7  meeting, 
the  OMI  Association’s  Board 
of  Directors  voted  to  support 
a  boycott  against  stores  which 
do  not  purchase  lettuce  har¬ 
vested  by  laborers  under  con¬ 
tract  with  the  United  Farm 
Workers  Union.  In  particular, 
the  Board  voted  to  send  a  let¬ 
ter  to  Calvin  Pond,  Public  Re¬ 
lations  Director  for  Safeway 
Stores,  Inc.  The  letter,  stated: 
“We  plan  to  boycott  all  stores 
in  this  community,  including 
Safeway  Stores,  Inc.,  that  do 
not  buy  and  sell  union  picked 
lettuce.” 

Forrest  Nixon  of  the  United 
Farm  Workers  Organizing 
Committee  (UFWOC)  spoke 
to  the  OMI  Board  and  ex¬ 
plained  how  residents  of  the 
OMI  community  could  support 
the  lettuce  boycott:  “Shop 
only  at  stores  that  carry  union 
picked  lettuce.  If  you  are  un¬ 
sure,  ask  the  produce  manag¬ 
er  to  show  you  his  lettuce 
cartons.  If  the  boxes  do  not 
carry  a  Farm  Workers  AFL- 
CIO  union  label,  the  lettuce 
has  not  been  picked  by  union 
workers.”  Rae  Weinstein  of 
UFWOC,  who  also  attended 
the  meeting,  said  that  QFI, 
Westwood  Market,  Manor 
Market,  Petrini’s,  and  Cala 
are  all  selling  union  lettuce. 

When  asked  if  the  United 
Farm  Workers  recognized  the 
Teamsters  Union  contract 
with  farm  laborers,  Mr.  Nixon 
said,  “only  their  contracts 
with  packers  and  machinery 
operators.  We  feel  the  area  of 
field  workers  should  be  left  to 
the  United  Farm  Workers  Un¬ 
ion.” 

Mr.  Nixon  urged  sympathe¬ 
tic  OMI  residents  to  assist  in 
UFWOC ’s  lettuce  boycott  by 
contacting  their  headquarters 
at  638  Oak  Street,  (telephone: 
864-5613. )

He  urged  that  any  remain¬ 
ing  funds  be  allocated  for 
McLaren  Park. 

Following  Mr.  Caverly’s 
report,  the  president  of  the 
commission,  Mr.  Loris  De- 
Grazia,  asked  if  there  was 
anyone  who  wished  to  speak. 

Lonnie  Lawson,  president 
of  the  OMI  Association,  re¬ 
quested  that  he  and  two  other 
representatives  from  the  OMI 
community  be  allowed  to 
speak.

City  Approves 
Brooks  Prop. 

For  Retarded 

A  meeting  was  called  by 
Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 
on  December  23  which  brought 
together  Superintendent  of 
Recreation  Edward  A.  Mc- 
Devitt  and  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Recreation  Joseph 
Misaraca  of  the  Park  and  Rec¬ 
reation  Department  and  peo¬ 
ple  involved  in  various  mental 
health  programs.  The  purpose 
was  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  using  the  Park  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department’s  facility  at 
Brooks  Property  on  Ramsell 
Street  for  a  rehabilitation 
program  for  mentally  re¬ 
tarded. 

Bill  Dunn,  Chairman  of  the 
OMI  Mental  Health  Commit¬ 
tee,  presided.  He  reported 
that  there  are  approximately 
600  mentally  ill  and  mentally 
retarded  patients  living  in 
OMI  and  that  there  is  very 
little  recreational  or  thera¬ 
peutic  activity  available  to 
them. 

In  recent  years,  he  ex¬ 
plained,  the  State  has  substi¬ 
tuted  foster  home  care  in  the 
community  for  custodial  care 
in  State  institutions  for  both 
mentally  ill  and  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  patients  who  do  not 
need  intensive  treatment. 
Under  the  Lantermann,  Petris, 
Short  Bill,  the  community  is 
responsible  for  providing  re¬ 
habilitation  programs ;  how¬ 
ever,  the  State  does  not  pro¬ 
vide  funding  to  do  so. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  high¬ 
est  concentration  of  mentally 
retarded  is  in  the  OMI.  Those 
attending  the  meeting  felt  that 
more  rehabilitation  programs 
must  be  provided. 

Doug  Anderson,  Director  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
Center  for  the  Mentally  Re¬ 
tarded,  reported  that  funding 
for  their  Aid  for  Mentally  Re¬ 
tarded  program  would  soon 
expire  and  that  they  would 
have  to  phase  out  their  pro¬ 
gram.  He  noted  that  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  patients  cared  for  by 
this  program  come  from  the 
OMI  community. 

It  was  suggested  that  if  Aid 
to  Mentally  Retarded  could 
find  future  funding,  they  could 
expand  their  program  to  the 
OMI  and  make  use  of  Brooks 
Property. 

Bill  Dunn  presented  this 
proposal  to  the  OMI  Board  of 
Directors  on  January  7,  and 
asked  the  Board  to  take  a  po¬ 
sition  on  the  use  of  Brooks 
Property  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded. 

Vice  President  Herb  Yar¬ 
brough  was  adamantly  op¬ 
posed,  stating,  “we  have  more 
than  our  share  of  mentally

Reading  Skills 
Improve  In 
OMI  Schools 

The  OMI  Community  Edu¬ 
cation  Planning  Project  (OMI- 
CEPP)  has  followed  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  45  second  grad¬ 
ers,  211  third  graders  and  210 
fourth  graders  since  1967. 
These  students  are  represen¬ 
tative  of  all  five  OMI  ele¬ 
mentary  public  schools. 

Drawing  upon  the  results  of 
the  Stanford  Achievement 
tests,  which  were  given  every 
year,  OMI-CEPP  has  com¬ 
piled  information  that  reflects 
a  definite  trend  toward  im¬ 
proved  reading  skills  in  the 
OMI  elementary  schools. 

The  two  tests  relating  to 
reading  were  the  word  mean¬ 
ing  test,  which  measures 
vocabulary,  and  the  para¬ 
graph  meaning  test,  which 
measures  actual  comprehen¬ 
sion  of  written  passages. 

The  results  show  that  these 
students  made  marked  im¬ 
provements  over  a  three  year 
period  in  these  two  specific 
areas. 

In  the  period  1967-68,  11  per 
cent  of  the  second  graders 
scored  above  the  national 
norm  in  both  the  word  and 
paragraph  meaning  tests.  In 
1969-70,  38  per  cent  of  the 
same  group  scored  above  the 
national  norm. 

Similarly,  11  per  cent  of  the 
third  graders  tested  in  1967-68 
scored  above  the  national 
norm  in  word  meaning.  In 
1969-70,  29  per  cent  of  the 
same  group  scored  above  the 
national  norm.  The  figures 
for  paragraph  meaning  were 
slightly  different:  In  1967-68, 
11  per  cent  scored  above  the

The  franchise  for  such  a 
patrol  area  is  issued  by  the 
Police  Commission  and  goes 
to  the  highest  bidder.  The 
owner  of  the  franchise  signs 
up  his  own  customers. 

The  dispute  is  over  whether 
John  Herndon,  Security  Offi¬ 
cer  for  Beat  No.  135  (OMI, 
Outer  and  Lower  Mission)  is 
adequately  serving  the  OMI 
area. 

Harvey  Pleasant,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Reserve  Police  Officer 
and  resident  of  OMI  feels  that 
he  is  not.  Mr.  Pleasant  se¬ 
cured  a  petition  with  over  100 
signatures  of  OMI  residents 
stating  that  they  had  not  been 
contacted  by  Mr.  Herndon.

The  Education  Committee 
of  OMI  was  all  the  people  in 
the  community  who  had  a 
dream  .  .  .  that  one  of  the 
most  important  ways  to  sta¬ 
bilize  a  community  and  make 
it  a  wonderful  place  in  which 
to  live  and  enjoy  family  life 
raise  healthy,  happy  children 
was  to  make  the  schools  so 
good  that  everyone  would  want 
to  live  here  and  use  those 
schools.  In  the  beginning  this 
dream  was  very  strong  and 
real. 

The  COMMUNITY,  with  the 
help  of  the  COLLEGE  (San 
Francisco  State)  actually 
succeeded  in  getting  the 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  (San 
Francisco  Unified)  to  send  on 
to  the  FEDERAL  GOVERN¬ 
MENT  (U.S.  Office  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  Dept,  of  Health,  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Welfare )  the  proposal 
of  this  committee  to  start  on 
that  long  journey  toward  mak¬ 
ing  our  schools  really  great. 
And  it  happened!  The  largest 
planning  grant  awarded  was 
given  to  us,  and  we  began. 
Before  Hunters’  Point  and  its 
SEED  Project,  and  long  be¬ 
fore  the  Richmond  Complex, 
we  were  “in  business”  .  .  .  and 
on  our  way.  Several  times  we 
have  faced  the  premature  end¬ 
ing  of  our  project,  the  Com¬ 
munity  Education  Planning 
Project,  and  each  time  the 
community  has  rallied  around 
and  we  have  had  our  funds 
continued. 

NOW  ...  we  are  at  the 
crossroads  again.  But  this 
time  it  is  a  little  different.  Not 
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only  is  the  probability  that 
there  will  be  no  continuation  of 
federal  funds  after  June  30, 
1971  very  strong,  but  .  .  .  Too 
long  have  we  put  off  action  on 
anything  but  our  elementary 
schools.  We  have  talked  abouf 
the  newer  (or  older)  concept 
of  the  Middle  School  (grouping 
the  children  by  age  in  a  dif¬ 
ferent  combination).  We  have 
had  an  exciting,  if  short-lived 
look  at  the  idea  of  a  Commun¬ 
ity  School  Board  .  .  .  and  all 
too  few  of  us  really  got  into 
that  one.  We  have  looked  at 
our  local  public  libraries  to 
see  if  they  meet  the  needs  of 
our  children  and  families  — 
but  we  have  barely  looked. 

Once  upon  a  time  this  com¬ 
munity  was  the  pioneer,  not 
only  for  San  Francisco  but 
almost  unique  nationally,  in 
stirring  up  positive  movement 
in  the  public  schools.  In  offer¬ 
ing  help,  concretely,  to  those 
dedicated  teachers  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  who  do  exist  in 
our  public  schools,  and  in  shed- 
ing  some  light  of  scrutiny 
where  the  standards  are  not  so 
high. 

Balboa  Adult  Night  school 
exists  because  the  people  of 
this  community  willed  it  to. 
There  have  been  some  innova¬ 
tions  in  the  elementary  schools 
where  our  program  goes  on, 
and  hopefully  the  good  effects 
of  CEPP  will  continue  long 
after  the  project  has  ceased. 
Surely  there  are  many  ways 
in  which  the  citizens  of  this 
community  can  combine  their 
efforts  to  help  bring  about 
improvements  in  the  schools. 
And  help  to  create  schools

The  first  black  man  west  of 
the  Mississippi  to  own  a  Dodge 
dealership  confesses  that  he 
once  intended  to  be  a  phar¬ 
macist.  Todd  Cochran  of  KC 
Dodge  (the  K  for  Roy  Knight, 
his  partner)  has  been  with 
Dodge  since  1945  and  has  won 
many  trips  abroad  for  his  top 
selling  potential.  This  year  he 
and  his  wife  enjoyed  Expo  70 
in  Japan.  Of  course,  it  hasn't 
been  easy.  A  tremendous  vi¬ 
tality  has  helped  him  over  the 
rough  spots  and  there  have 
been  a  few. 

When  the  war  ended,  Todd 
left  a  job  as  journeyman  elec¬ 
trician  to  sell  cars.  His  first 
encounter  was  rejection.

OMI  community  just  at  the 
time  when  the  Community 
Education  Planning  Project 
of  the  OMI  (CEPP-OMI)  is 
starting  to  demonstrate  that  it 
may  be  making  a  difference  in 
OMI  schools.  There  is  "hard” 
data  showing  that  OMI  schools 
are  doing  a  better  job  of 
teaching  reading.  There  are 
definite  improvements  in 
reading  test  scores  from  1967 
to  1970.  Since  the  workshops 
were  conducted  in  the  Spring 
with  the  parents  of  children 
who  were  going  to  attend 
kindergarten  in  the  Fall,  there 
has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
the  readiness  scores  of  the 
children  entering  kindergart¬ 
en.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  there  are  some  positive 
changes  in  the  attitudes  of 
children  attending  OMI 
schools. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to 
whether  this  recommendation, 
as  stated  in  the  Chronicle,  will 
be  made  to  the  Board.  There 
have  been  meetings  with  rep¬ 
resentatives  from  the  CEPP- 
OMI  and  officials  of  the 
SFUSD.  In  these  meetings 
there  has  been  some  prelim¬ 
inary  exploration  of  what  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  CEPP-OMI  must 
be  retained  in  order  to  provide 
some  effective  service  to 
children  of  the  type  offered 
by  the  CEPP-OMI.  There  has 
been  some  discussion  of  mod¬ 
ifying  the  position  of  the  float¬ 
ing  teacher  into  that  of  a  read¬ 
ing  specialist  for  each  school 
site,  keeping  the  classroom 
aide  to  work  with  that  spe¬ 
cialist,  and  continuing  the  li¬ 
brary  service  with  the  aide  in 
each  school  and  the  same  level 
of  librarian  service.  The  office 
of  the  CEPP-OMI  could  be¬ 
come  one  of  a  number  of  cen¬ 
ters  throughout  the  city  for  the 
decentralization  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  SFUSD. 

Carlos  Ruling,  CEPP  Di¬ 
rector,  sums  it  up:  "This 
project  was  initiated  by  the 
residents  of  this  community. 
Do  we  want  it  to  continue?  If 
so,  what  are  we  going  to  do 
about  it?  The  OMI  stands 
ready  to  serve  us.  You  have 
to  make  the  first  move.

Ocean  View  Gym  was  Timothy 
Simon,  president  of  the  Ocean 
View  Youth  Council.  "Without 
the  gym  we  have  to  go  to  the 
Sunset  —  and  many  of  us 
can't  go  that  far  —  so  we 
don't  go  any  place.” 

Mr.  Shindell,  president  of 
Visitacion  Valley  Homeown¬ 
ers’  Association,  then  spoke  on 
behalf  of  McLaren  Park.  “Al¬ 
though  I  am  in  agreement  that 
the  Ocean  View  Gym  must 
be  rebuilt,  I  still  urge  that  the 
money  from  the  1955  bond  be 
used  for  what  it  was  appro¬ 
priated  (McLaren  Park)  — 
150,000  people  fought  for  this 
bond.”  Mr.  Wallace  and  Mrs. 
Freeman  also  spoke  on  be¬ 
half  of  McLaren  Park  stating 
that  they  needed  the  money 
too. 

Their  arguments  proved  to 
no  avail.  Mr.  Costello,  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Park  Commission, 
made  a  motion  that  they  vote 
to  concur  with  Mr.  Caverly’s 
recommendation.
